By the rabbinical law, no Jew is 
allowed to kindle or mend any fire on 
the Sabbath; and in certain places in 
England, where Jews are very wumer- 
ous, this prohibition makes it neces- 
sary that persons shall be employed 
from sunset on Friday to the same 
hour on Saturday in going from house 
to house lighting fires and lamps and 
attending them.

CHICKENS ARE IN DANGER. : 


Mayor of Porterville Rules That 

Fowls Become Game When They 

Stray Into Neighbors’ Garden. 

PORTERVILLE, June 27.—To that 
classic interrogation: “Why does a hen 
go across the road?” and to which 
the answer is so universally known, 
must be added another inquiry: 
“When a chicken not a chicken?” 
the a to the latter inquiry being: 
“When it is in a neighbor's garden.” 

This important addition to the 
hilarity of the nations was made last 
evening at the meeting of the City 
Council when Mayor Tetrault an- 
nounced to a complaining resident of 
El Bonito that the moment the chick- 
ens of a neighboring resident enter 
the confines of one's garden, they be- 
come wild game, with a perpetual 
open season. Therefore one has the 
right to load the trusty shotgun and 
shoot the offending fowls—if he is a 
good enough shot. 

This, in all seriousness, is the solu- 
tion which has deen given to the 
vexed question of stray chickens, by 
the City Council, an ordinance to the 
effect that chickens become a com- 
mon nuisance when at large having 
passed the Council and is now in due 
effect. 

Attorneys say the law will stand 
a test and residents of the. suburbs, 
who have an ambition to raise garden- 
sass are therefore arming themselves 
against their neighbors’ poultry.

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BARES MORE OF ALLEGED 
CORRUPTION CONSPIRACY. 


Detective Sergeant Biddinger Swears Darrow Offered 
Him Large Bribes and Actually Paid Him Seven 
Hundred Dollars to Betray the McNamara Prosecu- 
tion Cash Produced in Court and Identified. 


N THE face of strenuous objections 
[on t part of the defense in the 

jury-bribery trial, Detective Ser- 
geant Guy Biddinger, of the Chicago 
police department, went on the stand 
yesterday and testified that Clarence 
Darrow, former chief counsel for the 
McNamaras, gave him $700 at two 
different times to betray the interests 
of the State in the prosecution of the 
dynamiters. He testified that this 


money was promptly turned over to 


the authorities. Cash to that amount 
was produced in court and identified 
as the money in question. The ei- 
dence of the detective was admitted 
under the ruling of Judge Hutton re- 
garding testimony tending to show a 
general conspiracy. 

Biddinger was one of those largely 
instrumental in the arrest of J. B. Mc- 
Namara and Ortie McManigal as they 
were about to pull off a dynamiting job 
in Detroit. Of herculean build and 
reputed one of the bravest men on 
the Chicago force, he told his story 
without emotion or undue stress upon 
the important parts. He volunteered 
no information and replied briefly to 
the interrogations of the District At- 
torney. Many connected with the 
prosecution believe he is one of the 


‘most important witnesses for the State. 


He would have been the main witness 
for the prosecution of the McNamaras 
besides McManigal. | 
BURNS VS. ROGERS. 

Something of a flurry was caused at 
the afternoon recess when Burns and 
Earl Rogers came into close juxtaposi- 
tion. Honors were even, according to 
the witnesses. Burns merely played 
with a toy cane and refused to talk 
with the chief counsel for the de- 
fense. Rogers reluctantly admitted 
he might have caused some damage 
had Burns been alone. 

Somebody with an unerring scent for 
trouble brought the rumor to Rogers 
that Burns had certain unpleas- 
ant refiections upon his ancestry. The 
lawyer rushed into the lobby to con- 
front the detective. Burns waved 
him off and nonchalantly swung his 
around his fingers. 


said he wanted nothing to do with the 
other. Deputies intervened and no 
blood was spilled. 

‘ else could a brave maa do 
than demand an explanation when he 
hears his character is vilified?” asked 
Rogers in substance. “I am not looking 
for trouble but # 

“I have nothing in com with 
that man and I don’t wish him to 
speak to me,“ said Burns. “Rogers 
would never think of accosting me on 
the street. It was perhaps a bit of 
play for the benefit of the courtrdom 
spectators.” 

The court ordered that the bailiffs 
search all persons entering the room 
for concealed weapons. A _ revolver 
was taken away from one man who 
hes a deputy’ sheriff's star. More 
bailiffs and special officers were pro- 
vided yesterday. The room was still 
as a church. Besides the ruffling 
between Burns and Rogers there was 
no display of temper. 

The morning was taken up with 
arguments over the admissibility of 
the dictograph reports taken at the 
Hayward Hotel when Darrow and 
Harrington had a conference in one of 
the rooms. First the defense strenu- 
ously insisted that copies of the rec- 
ords be produced. Later when Dist.- 
Atty. Fredericks decided to put og 
the stand the shorthand reporters whw 
took down the conversation, the de- 
fense objected unless furnished with a 
complete record of the words heard 
and written down. 

It was contended by Rogers that the 
State should produce all the testimony 
and not fragmentary portions. “We 
do not object to the complete state- 


rington at the hotel,” said Roters, 
“but we do object to the reading of 
shorthand notes for the purpose of re- 
freshing the witness’s memory.” 

The court sustained the objection of 
the attorney and Capt. dericks then 
announced he would temporarily with- 
draw Waldo Falloon, one of the men 
who took down the dictograph testi- 
mony. Detective Sergeant Biddinger 
was then called. 

BIDDINGER’'S EVIDENCE. 

He first said he had been connected 
wirn the Chicago police department 
for about ten years and has been on a 
year's leave of absence so he might 
work under Burns in the investigation 
of the dynamiting conspiracy whicn 
culminated in the blowing up of the 
Times Building and the murder of a 
score of employees. 

Biddinger first told of the arrest of 
J. B. McNamara and Ortie E. Me- 
Manigal in Detroit. He said the two 
men were first led to believe they 
were wanted for a safe-biowing job 
and it was not until later that J. B. 
McNamara exclaimed: “You want us 
for that Los Angeles job, don't vou?“ 

Rogers objected to the question 
propounded by the District Attorney 
on the ground as he said that “Clar- 
ence Darrow is now on trial and not 
J. B. McNamara.” 

Capt. Fredericks explained that he 
wished to show that Biddinger was 
| qualified to be a witness in the Me- 
Namara case and that he later in- 
tended to show an attempt to bribe 
the witness. Rogers again objected 
to the use of the word “confession” 
in connection with J. B. McNamara 
now serving a life sentence in San 
Quentin upon his plea of guilty to a 
charge of murder by means of dyna- 
mite. Capt. Fredericks somewhat 
grimly said that there appeared lit- 
tle difference in the use of words. 

Darrow broke into the testimony 
of the witness to expostulate against 
it upon legal grounds. His objection 
was overruled. Biddinger then said 
that whe on the way to Chicago he 
told McNamara he was a Chicago 
police officer. “J. B. McNamara 
said to me: ‘You got me for that job 
in Los Angeles, didn’t you?’ He of- 
fered me money to let him go. He 
increased it until the final offer was 
830,0.“ swore Biddinger. 

“LOOKED TO DARROW.” 

“He told me that Clarence Darrow 
would give us the money and that 
one of the prisoners could: be held as 
a sort of hostage.” | 

This evidence appeared to make 
some impression upon counsel for the 
defense. While presumably Darrow 
knew of it previously, a halt was 
called while Rogers, Appel, Darrcw 
and Geisler got their heads together 
for a consultation. 

“McNamara said the authorities 
would never be able to convict 
them.“ pursued Biddinger, and that 
it would be perfectly safe for us to 
take the money to let them go.“ 

“Do you know Darrow?” asked 
Capt. Fredericks. 

“Yes.” : 

“Did you ever have a talk with him

A Parthenon of the twentieth cen- 
tury perched on such an eminence as 
overlooked Athens is an almost exact 
simile for the new East Side Los An- 
xeles High School group, to be built 
on the embryo mountain at North 


* 


Broadway and Pritchard street after 


the plans of Edgar H. Cline, archi- 
tect in the office of Neeham and Cline, 
which were accepted yesterday by the 
Board of Education. 

The new plant is to be unlike any- 
thing in high school architecture and 
will establish the East Side school as 
one of the most complete and beauti- 
ful in existence. 

Ultimately the High School group 
will comprise ten buildings built up- 
on a shelf, which extends around the 
hill at the nine-acre site selected and 
purchased from the Woolwine estate. 


The group will include a main 
building three stories high, of the 
most modern construction, ntaining 
twenty large class rooms.’ Another 


will house the science laboratory and 
science lecture hall. These are to 
be the first buildings erected from 
the appropriation of $150,000 at pres- 
ent available, but will be followed 
as soon as funds are provided with 
a mechanics bulldi commerce, fine 
afts, and auditorium buildings; m- 
nasium, cafeteria, stadium, reek 
theater, formed by a natural amphi- 
the zer, a library and out-of-door 
swimming 1 60x60 feet. Topping 
the hill will be a well-equipped ob- 
servatory. 

The observatory on the hill top and 
the library at the Broadway level are 
the only two sections which will not 
occupy sites on the ledge or shelf. 
The library, at the base of the hill. 
will be used by students and as a 
branch of the public library system 

Excavating for the first two units 
in the general plan will begin ia 


the fountain 
of beautiful lines and sweeping 
perspective the buildings will be of 
classic Greek construction, an educa- 


tion in itself of the architecture of |. 


the Grecian period. 

The architect's estimate on the cost 
of the group is $350,000. In view 
of the possibilities of the plans and 
importance of the new school it is the 
opinion of many that they should he 
changed to permit of class A fre- 
proof construction, instead of class C 
at present provided for. 

The work of construction will be 
under the direction of Supervisor of 
Construction Daun. The main bulld- 
ing, in addition to the class rooms, 
will contain the administration offi- 
ces and for the present the steam 
plant, although this will later become 
a part of the mechanics building.

‘HE ANGLO-GERMAN TENSION. 

That the relations between England 
and Germany are still painfully strained 
cannot be ignored. The recent conference 
of British Ministers at the island of Malta 
in the Mediterranean with Lord Kitchener, 
their greatest soldier, Sir lan Hamilton and 
Lord Fisher, their greatest sailor, and the 
subsequent redisposal of the feet make 
the situation more poignantly obvious. ' 

When the German naval estimates were 
first accepted by the Reichstag England's 
were drawn up accordingly. In his speech 
to the House of Commons the. First Lord of 
the Admiralty, Winston Churchill, declared 
that, should Germany issue any supplemen- 
tary building programme, he, too, would 
igerease his programme two keels to every 
one of Germany's. 

Germany did inerease her programme, 
and England has accepted the challenge 
and fncreased hers twofold; and the press 
of both countries comments with a scarcely- 


hidden snarl that portends ill for the. 


peace of Europe. All efforts of well-mean- 
ing people on both sides to inaugurate an 


era Of peace fail lamentably, and many | 


newspapers have given themselves to the 
open advocacy of war. 

“The financiers will never allaw it” has 
been heard often enough, a cry that has 
calmed many fears, but in this connection 
it is interesting to remember that at this 
moment both England and Germany are 
well provided with the sinews of war. Ger- 
many has kept the residue of the indemnity 
from the Franco-Prussian War, amounting 
to $80,000,000, at Spandau for the past forty 
years, ready for the next war, It is pro- 
posed to throw all this money on the mar 
ket when war is declared to obviate the 
panic that otherwise might ensue. 

In England, too, the last budget left a 
surplus of over $10,000,000 in the hands of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Lioyd 
George, which he is avowedly keeping in- 
tact “in case it should be needed for the 
navy.” 

Since money, and only money, was the 
accepted deterrent of war between Eng- 
land and Germany ‘last August, it would 
seem that that obstacle has been effectual- 
ly removed and the tension has grown in- 
creasingly dangerous. 

The sending of Baron Marschall von 
Bieberstein to London to replace Count 
Wolkk- Metternich is another ominous sign.

But Germany 
is the common enemy of France as well as 
of England, which the recent endeavors to 
create a Franco-German entente showed all 


too plainly, and the mooted alliance is- 


therefore morally certain to materialize. 
Whether the consummation of this alliance 
will lighten or aggravate the tension re 
mains to be seen, and all the world will 
be affected by the course of events.

In his opin- 
fon it would be much better to treat all 
convicts as bad until they prove themselves 
worthy of better treatment than to assume 
that they are all good men who will be- 
have like perfect gentlemen. He says that 
men are sent to the penitentiary for cause 
and not more than one in twenty-five of 
those who are sentenced will appreciate 
other treatment than that which ig com- 
monly accorded inmates of such institutions. 
His chief criticism of Gov. West's method 
is. one of deep interest and to be gravely 
considered. It is that r penitentiary is not 
primarily a money-making institution. It is 
not a brick factory nor any other kind of 
industry, and its first essential is not that 
it be self-sustaining. What a prison makes 
is only a by-product and is not its first aim. 
A prison is for the protection of society 
and the suppression and correction of those 
criminals who abuse society. The State 
can very well afford to be taxed for this 
purpose and has hardly the right to expect 


that its protection from criminals can be 


placed upon a paying basis. It is also this 
a majority of the men are not eager for 
work and lacking only in opportunity.

Meek and Frightened Magon 
Rioters Arraigned. 
Erstwhile Tigress Sobs Over 

High Bail Figure. 


Grand Jury to Take Up the 
Conspiracy Phase. 


Lucille Norman Guidero, a spitfire 
of Tuesday’s Magon riot, was a very 
meek and dejected revolutionist yes- 
tercay afternoon when she and her 
sixteen co-rioters appeared before 
Justice Young for arraignment. She 
had obviously determined to play the 
role of martyr and her lips were 
drawn and her eyes lowered for the 
part, but the «bance never offered it- 
self. Dressed in a white serge of 
modish cut, with a broad-brimmed 
white hat, trimmed with black lace, 
with shoes and gloves of white, she 
had to stand up before the judge with 
handcuffed peons and I. W. W., riffraff 
who had followed her lead. If she 
sniffed superciliously at the ill-smell- 
ing and worse-looking men in line 
with her, she could hardly be blamed. 

Her little sister in rioting, Mercedes 

Was also tamed and quiet. 
Bhe smiled at first when the judge 
read the charge, but soon was in tears. 
In her short dress she looked noth- 
ing but a mere child. There were 
three othef women, Anastasia Celevera 
Figueroa, Maria Piedad Figueroa Tai- 
avera, and Valentina Espinosa, the 
last with a playful baby in her arms 
The three were stolid and apparently 
indifferent. 

The twelve men were: Pedro Cas- 
torena, Juan Rincon, John Clark, 
Louis Schurr, George Dickinson, B. 
Sanchez, Juliou Bdge, A. Cisneros, 
Francis Valdez, Calos Guidero, Alberto 
Tellez, and Antonio Osarabia. | 


Great secrecy was maintained as to 
the time of the arraignment, as it 
was desired by the police and the 
Sheriff to prevent a possible riot. Tn: 
seventeen were taken from the city 
prison in the patrol wagon with 
patrolmen and Lieut. Spellman in 
charge. In and about the courtroom 
of Justice Young were stationed twelve 
plainclothes men with Capt. Murray 
in charge. Sheriff Hammel had sev- 
eral deputies on hand and Constable 
Woodbury and his deputies completed 
the force.

sufficiently cold to cause damage in 
the more exposed parts ef the valley. 

Mr. Firey has been following close- 
ly the perfection of the smudge pot 
from the black, sooty article to the 
now practically-sootless heater. He 
states that tests thus far made show 
that a heater? having a capacity of 
three gallons is the most practical, 
and a ten-acre orange grove can be 
equipped completely with the “frost 
fighters” for about $600. This wil! 
inelude heaters for every tree, a 
distillate storage tank of 4000 gal- 
lons. orchard tanks, torches and the 
other small equipment necessary. 
Two men will care for ten acres dur- 
ing a cold night, and the total cost of 
the work will not exceed 10 cents a 


tree per night. This will protect suf- 


ficiently the fruit on the entire ten 
acres. Mr. Firey believes that the 
orchardist has come to the time when 
he must be willing to pay for the 
means of protecting his orchard 
against emrergencies of frost menace, 
and the orchard heater is the cheap- 
est kind of insurance. 

Plans are under way dy the 
Orchard Protective Association for 
the division of the orange sections of 
the valleys into districts, in which on 
cold nights men will be posted to 
watch the temperature, and when the 
mercury falis to the danger point the 
growers in the district will be warned 
at once, and orchard heaters 
lighted.
